Italia (AGI), which is the equivalent of UPI or AP in the 
United States. BIANCHI transmitted the information to the 
Italian newspapers which AGI services throughout Italy, 


and much of the data furnished to him was noted in the 
Italian press on 4-24-68. |

For the Bureau's information, CIA, American 
Embassy, Rome, had been advised by its headquarters on 
4-20-68 to disseminate detailed information of JAMZ&S EARL 
RAY to Italian police sources. CIA promptly alerted the 
Division of Confidential Matters (DAR), Italian National 
Police, Rome, and the Italian Defense Intelligence Service 
(SID), Rome, and also informed Legat of the action taken. 


Both DAR and;SID, knowing of FBI interest in 
this matter, checked wie aseat to determine whether this 
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office would also submit a request inasmuch as the 
alerting of all police districts in Italy with detailed 
information involves a communication expense of almost 
$2000. Both sources were advised that CIA had coordinated 
this matter and that they should honor CIA's request. 

DAR and SID have instructed all police districts to 
determine if subject has-visited Italy in the past and 

to remain alert for any current travel on subject's part.

* JO Apel 296 1968, a former inmate of the Missouri 
State Penitentiary advised as follows: 


He knew JAMES EARL RAY at the Missouri State 
Penitentiary (MSP). From his conversations with RAY, he 
learned that RAY's maximum ambition+in life was to make a 
"score" of about $20 ~ $30,000.00, after which he would go to Mexic 
to "hide out", living simply on the loot at the favorable 
Mexican exchange rate. RAY had spoken to him about his 
previous trips to Mexico, following “two or three” armed 
robberies, involving small scores, where he would "cool off" 
and live on beer, beans and milk. RAY spoke of Campeche 
Bay, near the Yucatan Peninsula, and he spoke of living with 
peasants on the outskirts of the town of Campecne, Mexico. 
RAY also spoke of a cheap "red light district" he favored. 
located in the town of Torreon or Torrejon (phonetic), which 
the former MSP inmate thought was located in north central 
Mexico. Cost was a factor in anything RAY did, and he 
apparently lived frugally and budgeted his money carefully. 


RAY did not like Negroes in general, but he 
expressed no particular feeling toward MARTIN LUTHER KING, 
although he has heard RAY refer to Dr. KING as "MARTIN 
LUTHER COON", RAY read enthusiastically, especially the 
weekly news magazines available at the MSP, and he would 
react in an outspoken manner opposing H. RAP EROWN and 
STOKELY CARMICHAEL when he read of their activities, as 
well as in opposition to publicity Dr. KING received in 
certain instances. 
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The former MSP inmate never heard of any bounty | 
mentioned with regard to Dr, KING at the MSP or elsewhere, 
He believes he has heard RAY speculate that there might be 
some money available through some splinter group for the 
murder ox BROWN or CARMICHALI, but he never heard him speak 
in this regard about Dr, KING.

to RAY as "gray", he got into a fight with that inmate, although 
the prison officials never. learned of the fight, and the former

RAY was a hypochendriac in that he tcok six or 
seven different kinds of pills daily, imagining that he had 
a "cranial depression” and a “rapid palpitation of the heart",

Ne said that in recent months he has revularly JSre- 
quented the Blue Dolphin, a San Leandro restaurant, and Wi etact 
assisted in arranging a couple of luncheons there in honor of 
WALLACE. Therefore, he has become acquainted with the owner + ° 
of the Blue Dolphin, BILL PELUSO, and with many of the employees, 
including the bartenders. 


When he goes to the cafe, he frequently goes to the bar 
and the bartenders frequently "kid" him concerning some current 
event involving Negroes or the AIP. This has been going on for 
several months, and everything said has been in jest. 


However, he speculated that some person hearing 
such conversation might misinterpret the conversation, and draw 
a conclusion which would not be warranted. 


In connection with Dr. KING's murder, he recalls such a 
conversation in the bar of the Blue Dolphin either the same night 
Dr. KING was killed, or possibly the evening after that. 


As he recalled he had been driving on the Nimitz Freeway 
in Oaklarmd, about 5:00 pm the night of the murder, April 4, 1968, 
when he first heard the announcement on the car radio. 

When next visiting the Dlue Dolphin, he recalled one of 
the employees greeting him with the comment “Well, I see you got 
him," or some similar comment. He believed he replied that 
"It wasn't me.‘ | 


The next comment dealt with “How did you eet back from 
Memphis so s00n?" 


As he recalled, he made some facetious remark such as 
"There's planes leaving every hour.” 


He again stated that the above conversation was strictly 
in the nature of "kidding," and except for the actual specific 
subject matter, was very similar to other comments mace at the 
same place on numerous occasions. 


He believed that these comments could have been mis- 
construed by someone who heard them, if the listener did not 
understand the circumstances or attached some literal interpreta- 
tion to the remarks.

On Apri] 29, 1968 nnd April 30, 1968, WAS 
interviewed by Special Agents of the FBI. He was asked if he 
recalled he made a telephone call to, the office of Martin 
Luther King in Atlanta, Georgia on December 13, 1965. He 
reflected for a few moments and then said he was not about 
to lie about the situation, especially to the FBI, He said 
that he has no love for Martin Luther King and is glad he is 
dead. He stated King was not the non-violent civil rights 
leader he claimed to be. Wherever he went, violence followed 
and he was responsible for 37 deaths in the United States. 
He added that, as a personal matter, King was directly 
responsible for the destruction of the business career of 
one of his sons, of Saint Augustine, Florida. He 
estimated his son s financial loss at $400 , 000.00.

SOME placed King in the same category as Stokely 
Carmichael and H. Rap Brown and stated frankly that he hoped 
the same fate befalls the latter two. He made the statement 
that he is not against the Negro race; that he was born in 
Georgia, brought up with Negroes and hunted and fished with 
them. He made it clear that he is against some individual 
Negroes like Carmichael and Brown, who advocate violence and 
have no regard for property rights, but is not against all 
Negroes, 


Having made these points, he returned to the 
Original question and stated that he had no recollection of 
the telephone call and admitted that the reason could be 
that he could have been drinking at the time the call was 
made. He volunteered that at that time in his life he was a 
“bad drinker". He emphasized that he had no doubt that he 
made the call, if interviewing Agents said he did, but that 
he could not recall it. He stated that he was certain, 
whether or not he had been drinking, that he would not have 
made a threat over the telephone since he knows such a threat 
could lead to trouble for him. He said if he had had any 
intention of doing anything concerning King, he would not 
have used the telephone, he would have taken direct action.

"put him up'' to making the telephone call, and it was not 

an action involving anyone other than himself. He was shown 
photographs of James Earl Ray, the man being sought in 
connection with the assasination of Martin Luther King, but 
cGisclaimed any knowledge whatsoever of Ray. | 


He constantly referred to King, Carmichael and 
Browh using expletives in an effort to show his intense 
dislike for these men. 


He stated that he was in Denver on April 4, 1968 
and April 5, 1968 and left the city by Eastern Arilines for 
Augusta, Georga on April 6, 1968 where he is promoting 
business interests in the food industry, whereby he hopes to 
set up his son§@jj—M™ in business. He was unwilling tg further 
identify his business interests. He stated his cones is 
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present] y [RRR aweaan Maes 10 Sylvania, Georgia 
and drove up trom there to meet him in Augusta the first 
part of the week of April 7, 1968. Both he and his son 
then drove to Sylvania and on to St. Augustine, Florida 
where they were met on April 12, 1968 by qQRgQgRRMM and a 
younger son, who had just returned from military service 
in Korea. He said his wife and younger son flew from 
Denver. Thereafter, he and his family vacationed in 
Florida until he, his wife and younger son returned to 
Denver on April 29, 1968 in a new car he purchased in 
Florida. 


He specifically stated that he had nothing to 
do with King's death and said that he knew of no conspiracy 
relating to it. He stated that he saw King's funeral on 
television and the way it was conaucted it looked to him 
like it had been planned for 20 years. 


He volunteered to the interviewing Agents that 
he has every intention of protecting his apartment house 
property in Denver, Colorado with as much force as is 
necessary if anyone attempts to cause damage or loot it. . 
He stated that he was angry at the leaders of this country 
for putting up with rioting, looting and the like. He 
thinks that the Attorney General is "very weak’ and used 
more expletives to emphasize his point. He stated that 
he is "all for" law and order, but would like to see law 
enforcement empowered to act. He also stated that he 
was angry because the National Association For The Advancement 
of Colored People were able to close businesses throughout 
the country after King's death when very few businesses 
closed aster President Kennedy's assasination; and he is 
convinced that threats were used to accomplish the closing 
of businesses in Denver, as he was so informed before he 
left on his trip.

3. LOMAX STATES: Somebody managed to circulate 
wrong fingerprints for Ray and if he had been arrested 
when he abandoned his car in Atlanta (4/5/68) he would 
not have been identified as Ray. 


FACTS: The FBI has issued only one set of : 
fingerprints and these are the actual fingerprints of Ray. 


When Ray escaped from prison in April, 1967, Missour1 
authorities issued a wanted notice that bore the wrong 
fingerprints; however, the warden immediately issued a 
corrected wanted notice bearing the correct fingerprints, 
We had nothing to do with these wanted notices issued by 
Missouri almost a year before King was killed. 


4, LOMAX STATES: The FBI has pre-empted local 
police from the case by declaring the King murder a 
conspiracy, 


FACTS: We have closely cooperated with the Memphis 
Police who obtained a murder warrant immediately after 
Federal process was obtained. All evidence has been | 
turned over to the police together with the results of | - 
Laboratory and fingerprint examinations and we have 
offered local authorities whatever assistance may be 
needed in presenting the case to a local grand jury. 


0» LOMAX STATES: The FBI has yet to ask the 
cooperation of the Los Angeles Police. 


FACTS: Our relations with the Los Angeles Police | 
in this case have been excellent. We have checked their 
records on the subject and various other individuals and 
on 5/3/68 when the police received a letter to the ''Los Angeles 
Times" purportedly written by the subject, it was immediately 
made available to the Los Angeles Office. , 


6. LOMAX STATES: Ray made at least three trips from - 
Los Angeles to New Orleans. 
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FACTS: Ray is only known to have made two trips 
from Los Angeles to New Orleans, in December, 1967, and 
in March, 1968, 


7. LOMAX STATES: The FBI confiscated telephone 
Company records listing calls made from Los Angeles 
telephone booths used by Ray and only the FBI knows what 
these records show. 


FACTS: We have not confiscated any records. We 
have obtained information from the telephone company 
regarding calls made from all pay telephones in the 
St. Francis Hotel, Los Angeles, It would appear that 
Lomax has been unsuccessful in his efforts to obtain 
similar information from the telephone company. 


8. LOMAX STATES: America's blacks never have 
trusted either the Director or the FBL | 


FACTS: We have long enjoyed the confidence of 
responsible Negro leaders and the responsible Negro press. 
This confidence has been gained by the Bureau's continuing 
success in handling Civil Rights cases such as the murder 
of three civil rights workers in Mississippi, the murder of 
Lt. Colonel Lemuel Penn in Georgia, the murder of 
Viola Liuzzo in Alabama, investigations concerning 
discrimination in voting, education, and many similar 
investigative accomplishments. 


9, LOMAX STATES: The FBI leaked a story to the 
press suggesting a Negro was behind King's murder. 


FACTS: This is absolutely false. 


10, LOMAX STATES: The Director should publicly 
admit his dislike for King and then "share the hunt’ with a 
less prejudiced agency; the cause of justice would be better 
served if the investigation were under a Warren-~type, 
biracial commission. 


FACTS: This is unworthy of comment, 
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11, LOMAX STATES: It is certain powerful men in 
American society were part of the deed. 


FACTS: We have developed no evidence to indicate 
this is true nor does Lomax document this statement in 
any Way.

In connection with the Martin Luther King case, there 
has been some speculation that James Earl Ray concocted the alias 
of Eric Starvo Galt by combining the names of characters from lan 
FlempAing books and from the book "Atlas Shrugged" by Ayn Rand. 
This speculation is based upon the fact that in lan Flemfiing's series 
of James Bond books, an individual named Ernst Stavro Blofeld is one 
of the most formidable adversaries who confronts James Bond. Ernst 
Stavro Blofeld, for example, appears in ''Thunderball, '' "On her Majesty's 
Secret Service'' and elsewhere in the James Bond series. It will be 
noted, however, that there is a significant difference between Eric 
Starvo Galt and Ernst Stavro Blofeld. 














- Ayn Rand's book "Atlas Shrugged" was published in 1957 
and is more than 1,100 pages long. The book begins on page 1 with the 
question, 'Who is John Galt?" (Galt is characterized in this book as a

social 'drop-out"--a person who has withdrawn from society 
because he resents the "leeches" who habitually take from, but 
do not contribute to, the body politic.) It is interesting to note 
that a person named Eric Starnes also is mentioned in ''Atlas 
Shrugged."' On 321 of this book, a chief of police in Louisiana 
is quoted as stating as follows about the Starnes family: 


"There's all sorts of human beings to see in the world, 
there's murderers and criminal maniacs--but, somehow, I 
think these Starnes persons are what decent people shouldn't 
have to see. They're a bad sort.... Yes, they're still here in 
town--two of them, that is. The third one is dead. Suicide. 
That was four years ago. Its anugly Story. lie was the youngest 
of the three, Eric Starnes. He was one of those chronic young men 
who go around whining about their sensitive feelings, when they're well 
paSwlOrty «.%.5." 


The name Eric Starnes--appearing in a book which starts 
off with the question 'Who is John Galt?''--could prompt some persons 
to say that James Earl Ray concocted the name Eric Starvo Galt after 
reading Ayn Rand's "Atlas Shrugged", and that this alias has nothing to do 
with any of the characters in Ian Flem#iing's books. Furthermore, these 
persons could say similarities do exist between James Earl Ray's family 
and the family of Eric Starnes as described on page 321 of '’Atlas 
Shrugged. '’ Confronted with the above-cited quotation from "Atlas 
Shrugged, '' some of these same persons undoubtedly would insist that 
FBI fugitive James Earl Ray (like Eric Starnes) has committed suicide. 
(On the other hand, significant differences can be pointed out between 
Eric Starnes and James Ray. For example, Eric Starnes is described 
as the youngest of the Starnes; whereas, James Earl Ray was the oldest 
child in his family.

Are Forever") which we have previously reviewed.

The examiner commented to Ray that he was using rather large words 
and Ray replied that he had been reading medical literature. 


The psychiatrist found that Ray's basic problem appeared to be 
an increasingly severe obsessive compulsive trend. Ray had stated that 
at the age of ten he awoke one night believing he had lost his eyesight 
and became quite fearful. It was stated that various fears confront Ray 
from time to time "in a typical obsessive compulsive way" and he feels 
he must do certain things to avoid what he feels will occur and harm 
him, For instance, Ray described a feeling of fear which could be 
alleviated if he took a glass of water from which he was drinking, 
placed it on the table and moved it back and forth several times, 


The psychiatrist found evidence of a rather deep underlying 
obsessive compulsive personality trend. The psychiatrist stated that 
Ray's problem was not psychotic but was severely neurotic and Ray was 
fearful that his anxiety and tension might lead him into more serious 
difficulties. The psychiatric report expressed the opinion that Ray was

The Agent identificd himself 
to COBB and stated he wanted to talk to COBB brietly. lie offered 
a chair in the room with all the others and when SA @@MM® sugeested 
some privacy he said, "Let's go on the street." In front of 2717 
san Pablo Avenue, COBB again demanded the Agent's identification 
and he studiously observed the credentials, obviously aware of his 
audience within the building. SA gggggBMR told COBB of his purpose 
in talking to COBB regarding the MARTIN LUTHLR KING assassination 
-in which-he may be able to be of some help. COBB immediately said, 
"Let's: 0 your car and sitsdown.” At this point -an- individual 
stopped COBB and SA @@MMBon the street. This individual was ; 
dressed in a black leather jacket, a green beret, with Black 5 
Panther buttons on both beret and jacket. tle stated to COBB, 
"Let me talk to you a minute brother." COBB told him he would 
be back in about five minutes. | 


In the Bureau automobile COBB stated he did not want - 
to talk to the FBI and felt harassed by the FBI, stating he believed 
the FBI had been "following him for several weeks." SA 4 related 
to COBB that the FBI had received a complaint that he, COBB, nad inade 
a statement during a series of lectures at St. John's Presbyterian 
Church that MARTIN LUTHER KING would be killed soon and would be 
killed in Memphis, Tennessee. COBB replied, "I made that statement 
on Sunday night'before KING was killed on Thursday. I did say KING 
would be killed in Memphis and I have good evidence to support my 
prediction." At this point COBB stated, "I want to take the Fiftn 
Amendment and I won't give any further information to the FEI." When 
asked for the reason for this COBB stated, "The TBl already knows the 
white killer of KING and has him in custody." <p Allie oven displayed 
a photograph of JAMES EARL RAY, aka ERIC STARVO GALI, to COBB and he 
viewed the photograph without comment. 






At this point COBB stated, "The FBI knows my record and a 
am certain you are not here about KING but here to harass me. Le 
was again explained to COBB that the FBI was pursuing every ane 
lead to locate the assassin of MARTIN LUTHER KING and had an interest 
in his statement that KING would be killed in Memphis, which according 
to COBB was made before the fact. COBB then stated the FBI knew he A 
was a roommate of STOKELY CARMICHAEL at Howard University and he 
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stated, "I have been in Memphis and I have been in jail with 

MARTIN LUTHER KING." COBB would not say when he had been in 
Memphis or when orvwhere he had been in jail with Dr. KING. 

COBB then stated, "You cats have my phone bugged so you know 

what I'm doing." He then made a comment that "since you know 

what I'm doing, I'm sure you'll see me on Thursday." When asked 
what this statement meant, he said, "Wait and see. I'm sure you'll 


_ be back to see me on Thursday." 


COBB made other comments during the conversation which 
are worthy of note. COBB stated all whites should fo to Alaska 
and turn the other 49 states over to the Negroes who have "sweat 
and died" for the United States. He stated he is not a citizen 
of the United States and when asked where he was born said in the 
United States but that "Ll. am-net 2 citizen-of the United States.” 
He said he planned to go home to Africa and should have gone lons 
ago. He stated he "should have known better than to enroll in a 
Prue pEeenal at the aera of California, Berkeley." 


Upon Rca ae the area, COBB was observed entering tiie 
door to an apartment area immediately next door to the Economic 
Opportunity Center and since .e was using a key to admit himself, 
Lt 1s presumed this is his residence. 
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UACB, San Francisco will not reinterview PAUL COBB regard; 
the remarks he was alleged to have made in view of the vact that ie 
stated, "I want to take the Fafth Amendment and IT won't give Ay 
further information to the FBI." In view of the present situation

I regret. to report that my letter of April cay 1968 has not been acknowledged 
either by you or your agency. 


Due to the fact I did not receive your proper authorization to investigate 
on behalf to the suspected assassin of Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. it 
is now without doubt whatsoever entirely too late to retrace the true 
evidence before me sometime ago. 


If I may, I wish to reiterate my statement in more complete detail sent to 
you, but obviously ignored: On ‘Thursday April 18th 1966 at approximately 
6:40 P.M. I personally met and passed a man bearing almost idental description 
to the one released by your office on Galt-Ray. I was quite shocked at this 
encounter. I continued to walk down this street for almost a block. I 
decided to turn around and see if I could further proove to myself that this 
was really the "wanted man". Lo and behold, I agein met nim coming in the 
opposite direction than seven minutes previously. ‘Ile was dressed very 
neatly and was carrying a black brief case under his arm. He even looked 
worried at this instance. I kept him under surveylance until he disapposcared 
into a new apartment building. I wanted to follow the man, and also make an 
inquiry at the apartment house, but I have no police or other authority to 
investigate, especially criminals of Rays' standing. I came very close to 
calling your office immediately and making a complete report, but something

On or 
about March 20, 1955, RAY and RIFE cashed eight money orders 
at Hot Springs National Park, Arkansas. RAY also cashed one 
postal mony order at Tallahassee, Florida. Both were apprehended 
at Hannibal, Missouri, by the Missouri State Highway Patrol on 
March 23, 1955. On April 1, 1955, RAY and RIFE pleaded guilty 
to violating Title 18, Section 590, United States Code, for 
unlawful issuing, passing and uttering of stolen money order 
forms. RAY recéived a sentence of three and three-quarter 
years and RIFE was sentenced to three years. 


The report révealed that RIFE admittedly wrote out 
the face side of all the money orders. The payee on the money 
order was WILLARD J. MC BRIDE, and the remittor on the money 
order WaS VERNON MC BRIDE, The name "WILLARD MC BRIDE" is that 
of a real person in St. Louis, Missouri, whose identification 
was purchased by RAY for use in cashing the money orders.

States Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas, on-August 10, EQOo;, 
reflected that RAY listed his mother and father as deceased 
and the only other relative listed is an aunt, LUCILLE RYAN, 
801 North 12th Street, Quincy, Illinois. This study further 
teflects that the co-defendant in the case involving Post 
Office money orders was WALTER TERRY RIFE. In the section of 
the study under the heading “Previous Employment" RAY provided 
the name WILLIAM MAHER, 1118 East 7th Street, Alton, Illinois, 
although no explanation was given regarding this name. The 
study also reflects that when RAY had previously been in cus- 
tody at the Illinois State Prison, he had been transferred to 
the Honor Farm where he worked in the kitchen. 


An annual review of RAY by officials at the United 
States Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas, in Odober, 1956, 
reflected that during the previous year RAY had worked at the 
fire department, paint shop, and bakery where he was considered 
an outstanding "bench hand.'"'

convent. She advised that she had no knowledge of the former 
occupants of 4149 West Pine but stated that a Mrs. RADKE at 4147 
West Pine and Mrs. COULTER at 4157 West Pine might have infor- 
mation about former occupants. 


Mrs. ALICE RADKE, 4147 West Pine, advised that 4149 
West Pine was formerly owned by RUDY and RUTH KRACK, who sold the 
property to the Roman Catholic Church about seven years ago. She 
recalled that the KRACKs kept roomers in her home but she did not 
know any of these people. She did not know the KRACKs* current 
address except she thought they lived in the western part of St.

Mrs. JEWELL A. COULTER, 4157 West Pine, advised that 
Mr. and Mrs. RUDY KRACK lived at 4149 West Pine from the early

Church and moved to SRRpessteeevme St. Louis, Missouri. Mrs. 
COULTER recalled that the KRACKs kept roomers in their home but 
she did not know any of these people. She examined a photograph 
of JAMES EARL RAY and advised that he was unknown to her. 









Mrs. RUDY KRACK, See ‘se advised that she 
could not recall anyone named JER or JERRY RYAN ever 
having occupied an apartment in her home at 4149 West Pine. She 
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stated that she and her husband purchased 4149 West Pine in 1940 
and lived at that address until they sold the property in late 
1961 to the Catholic Church. They moved to their present address 
in early 1962. Mrs. KRACK advised that she felt certain she would 
remember a roomer who had lived in her home for approximately 
eight years and she could not recall anyone ever having used the 
name JERRY RAYNES or RYAN. She examined a photograph of JAMES 
EARL RAY and advised that he was unknown to her. 


Mrs. WILLIE MANNING, 1731 South 11th Street, owner of 
1727 and 1729 South llth Street, recalled that a person named 
JERRY RYAN (not sure of last name, could have been RAYNES) lived 
in an apartment at 1727 South llth Street with a teenage son and 
daughter around 1960. She recalled that the children were both in 
their late teens and that the girl was the oldest. RYAN had no 
wife that she knew of. These people lived at 1721 South 11th 
Street for Several months and moved to an unknown address, she 
thinks, on Menard Avenue. Mrs. MANNING stated that none of the 
present occupants of 1727 or 1729 South llth Street lived at those 
addresses in 1960. She was unable to recall the names of persons 
who did live at those addresses in 1960. She examined a photo- 
graph of JAMES EARL RAY and stated that he definitely was not one 
of the children who lived with JERRY RYAN and further that she 
carnot recall ever having seen him before. 


Efforts to expand the neighborhood investigation in

Efforts to locate residents at 1135 South 10th Street 
met with negative results. The southern most building in the 
block is now known as 1133 South 10th Street and this address is 
occupied by the FEDERHOFER Truck, Leasing and Rental, Inc., which 
occupies the entire south half of the block on the west side of 
Tenth Street. The buildings across on the east side of the street 
are abandoned and ready to be razed. 
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Mrs. FLORA SARR, 1012 Hickory, around the corner from 
1133 South Tenth Street, recalled that the corner of Tenth and 
Hickory used to be occupied’by a rooming house which was demolished 
when the present building was built about 1962.

RAY readily admitted his identity 
and also admitted that he is the brother of JAMES EARL RAY, 
He said that he had not spoken with anyone concerning the 
charges against his brother, and this includes other members 
of his family. 


RAY stated that he last saw JAMES two to four years 
ago, when he visited his brother at the Missouri State Penitentiary, 
Jefferson City, Missouri. Prior to this visit, he had not seen 
his brother for approximately fifteen years. On that occasion, 
JAMES EARL RAY had just been discharged from the United States 
Army and visited members of the family in Quincy, Illinois. 

RAY said that he has had no other contacts with his brother 
over these many years and has no knowledge of his whereabouts.

JOHN RAY stated that he is commonly known as JACK, 
He said that his sister, CAROL ANN PEPPER, owns the Grapevine 
Bar and has operated the establishment since the fall of 1967. 
He claimed that he did not have any interest in the business 
other than to assist his sister. He said that she had had 
some trouble with patrons fighting and since that time he has 
tried to assist her in the opera tion of the par. Due

JOHN LARRY RAY was contacted at the Grape Vine 
Tavern, 1982 Arsenal Street, St. Louis, Missouri, where he 
was attending bar. RAY was asked to re-iterate when he last 
saw his brother JAMES EARL RAY, and he said that it was several 
years ago at the Missouri State Penitentiary. He was asked 
how many times he had visited his brother in the penitentiary 
and on this occasion said two or three times. 


RAY was reminded that the records of the penitentiary 

reflected that he was a visitor on at least nine occasions the 
last of which was on April 22, 1967, the day before the brother 
escaped. RAY stated that he was confident that he had only been 
to visit his brother in jail om three or four occzsions. He 
did not recall the date of his last visit. He stated that he 
formerly had a visitor's permit issued to JOHN or JERRY RAY. 
He and his brother JERRY:possibly used the same permit. He 
said that the exact number of visits he made to the peniten- 
tiary could be determined through handwriting examination of 
the prison records. 


RAY said that he himself was released from the Menard 
Penitentiary, Chester, Illinois, in February, 1960. Following 
release he came to St. Louis where the subject was incarcerated 
in the City Jail. RAY visited his brother at the jail prior 
to his being sent to the State penitentiary. RAY pointed out 
that he was in the Menard Penitentiary for seven years ona 
larceny conviction and thus he could have had mo personal con- 
tact with his brother from 1953 until 1967, other than cm prison 
visits. RAY insisted that he knew nothing of subjects plars to 
escape and that he has had no contact with his brother since the 
escape. He added that he did not know of his brother's escape 
from the penitentiary until several weeks or perhaps a month 
after the actual escape when he heard of same on the radio. He 
noted that no law enforcement officers have contacted him con- 
cerning his brother other than during instant investigation. 


RAY stated that after coming to St. Lowis in February, 
1960, he remained her for two or three months and then went to 
Chicago, Illinois, where he worked as a bartender. His most 
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steady job was at the White Fine Golf Course, Bensonville, 
Illinois, a suburb of Chicago where be worked for approxi- 
mately four years. He also worked briefly at the Greyhound 
Bus Depot, Chicago. He said that he returned to St. Louis 
approximately one year ago and has had various part-time 
jobs one of which was as a bartender at the Arena Bowl for 
several weeks, and another as a bartender at 901 N. Kings- 
highway Boulevard. 


He has been workins at the Grape Vine Tavern since 
it opened in December, 196%. He claimed that his sister, 
CAROL PEPPER was the cwner of the taverm, but admitted that 
he himself had $1,800 invested in the business. : 


The interview was terminated when other patrons 
entered the establishment and RAY had to attend bar. He 
indicated that the barmaid he usually bas working during 
the day became ill and went to a hospital for treatment. 


The provisions of the harboring statute were 


re-iterated to RAY but he insisted that he did not know 
the whereabouts of his brother JAMES EARL RAY.

JOHN LARRY RAY interviewed in the vicinity of the 
Grapevine Tavern, 1982 Arsenal Street, St. Louis, Missouri, 
at which time he advised that his brother, JERRY RAY, arrived 
herefrom Chicago about 9:30 AM on April 30, 1968, at which 
time he woke him up at his residence. He stated during the 
time JERRY remained in St. Louis they spent most of their 
time around the tavern, however, did visit their sister, 
CAROL PEPPER in Maplewood, Missouri. 


He stated that the majority of the conversation 
concerned harassment of sister CAROL and brother JERRY by 
newSpaper reporters. JOHN RAY related that JERRY indicated 
if the harassment in Chicago continued he would quit his job. 


JOHN RAY stated that his brother JERRY left to 
return to Chicago driving his own automobile, a light green 
DeSoto, about 11:00 AM, May 1, 1968. 


JOHN RAY Specifically stated that during the conver- 
sation there was no indication that either JERRY or CAROL had 
any knowledge of JAMES EARL RAY's location or contact with him 
directly or indirectly since his escape from the Missouri State 
Penitentiary. 


JOHN RAY pointed out that the only one member of the 
family whose location would be known to JAMES EARL RAY would 
probably be JERRY because the rest of the family have all moved 

at one time or another since the escape, and JERRY RAY's address 
would be the only stable address known to JAMES EARL RAY. 


| When questioned regarding amounts of money sent to 
the Missouri State Penitentiary for JAMES EARL RAY, JOHN RAY 
stated that he would on occasion send his brother money while 
a prisoner at Jefferson City, however, could not specifically 
recall the amounts or the number of times he Sent money. He 
stated that he did this because of the realization by himself 
having been a prisoner how hard it is to come by the necessities 
while a prisoner and also due to the fact that his brother JAMES 
EARL RAY had sent him money while he (JOHN RAY) was a prisoner 
at the Menard Penitentiary. 
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With regard to his brother, JOHN RAY stated that 
JAMES EARL RAY appeared to be a normal person as far as 
he recalls until he returned from the Army in Germany when 
on contact subsequent to this return he gathered the opinion 
that JAMES EARL RAY became a narcotics user while in the 
Army or else had some other cause to act crazy on occasion. 


JOHN RAY further pointed owt that it was his belief 
that if his brother, JAMES EARL RAY, killed Dr. KING he was 
either crazy at the time or was paid for this act of violence. 
He conjectured that if it was a crazy act or an act while he 
was mentally unstable he felt that JAMES EARL RAY would never 
then contact any member of the family. Further, if this killing 
were for money he would not contact any of the family because 
he would not need any help financially. He indicated that it 
was his opinion that if he were paid by any person or group 
for this assassination that they in turn would kill his brother 
to seal his lips forever and prevent any connection between 
the individuals responsible for the contract and the assassin- 
ation of KING, 


JOHN RAY stated that he knew of no close friends of 
his brother, that his brother was a loner, and any friends he 
would make would be short term acquaintances. 


JOHN RAY again emphatically denied any knowledge of, 
direct or indirect contact with his brother, JAMES EARL RAY, 
Since his escape from the Missouri State Penitentiary. de 
reiterated that in the event he should garner any knowledge 
concerning his brother's whereabouts ke would immediately 
contact the Federal Bureau of Investigation inasa#uch as he 
was well aware of the provisions of the harboring statute 
and does not want (himself) to returm to prison over something 
that he could avoid. | 


JOHN RAY stated that he has not been contacted by 
anybody regarding money in connection with paying or collecting 
any amounts owed by or to his brother while his brother was an 
inmate in the Missouri State Penitentiary. Further, that he 
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never furnished any money to an attorney, in fact did not 
even know the name of any attorney that might have been 
in previous contact with his brother, JAMES EARL RAY. He 
noted, however, that he vaguely recalls his brother mention- 
ing during ome visit to the penitentiary that he had an 
attorney either in Columbia, Missouri, or Jefferson City, 
Missouri, however, he was very unspecific regarding this. 
and it may have been that he just wrote to one of those 
from the prison in an effort to get some brief set forth, 
and there would be a record of this communication in the 
Missouri State Penitentiary correspondence records. 


With regard to correspondence JOHN RAY stated 
that he does not recall receiving many letters but may kave 
received one or two letters from JAMES while one or the other 
of them was a prisoner, but believes that JERRY RAY may have 
corresponded more frequently with him.

State Penitentiary at Jefferson City, Missouri; however, 
he was unable to recall his inmate number. He gave his 
Social Security Number as 9s. 





He said that his brother, JAMES EARL RAY, has 
been in prison.on several occasions Serving sentences for 
a are eA aanaen-enO m nee enna AONE ne mene mr seesr=isapt 
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stealing gas from a gasolim station and that his brother was 
really not much of a "real burglar", He said that he last 
Seen his brother in about ‘1964, 


RAY related that the family has never been real close 
and that mostly the children had been born in the Ouincy, 
Illinois area. He Said that the only family member that he has 
really been close to is his sister, CAROL ANN PEPPER, who 
resides in Maplewood, Missouri. He advised that he frequently 
visits with CAROL because she is the only real we that- he 
has, 


He said that he knew of no reason why his brother 
would have killed MARTIN LUTHER KING, Jr., because he Sad never 
known his brother to have any particular hate for members of 
the Negro race or of KING himself. 


JERRY WILLIAM RAY was requested to furnish his 
family tree and furnished the following information: 


He said that his father was JAMES GERALD RAY who died 
in 1951 at Hannibal, Missouri, just across the line from 
Quincy, Illinois, 


He advised that his- mother was LUCILLE MARY RAY, nee 
MAHER, who at one time changed her name to LUCILLE RYAN after 
Separation from his father in 1948 or 1949, and he claimed that his 
mother had died in January, 1961, at St. Louis, Missouri. 


There were seven children born of this marriage and 
he identified them as follows: | 


1. JAMES EARL RAY, age 39 or 40, who has never been 
married, whereabouts unknown, 


2, JOHN LARRY RAY, age about 35, who hasnever married, 
address unknown, but whom JERRY last seen at the MacArthur Hotel 
in St. Louis, Missouri, about February 2, 1968. 


3. JERRY WILLIAM RAY, born July 16, 1935, at Ouincy, 
Illinois, residing at the Sportsman Country Club, Nor thbrook, 
Illinois, divorced from wife GJEREIS, nee OLSON, 
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| 4. CAROL ANN PEPPER, age about 27, married to 
ALBERT PEPPER, and residing in Maplewood in suburb of St. 
Louis, Missouri, 


5. FRANK DELANO RAY, age 22, who drowned in an 
accident in 1963 on the Missouri side of the river at Quinrcy, 
Illinois, at West Quincy, Missouri, 


6. SUSAN (LNU), age about 21, who was adopted by 
some family in the Quincy, Illinois area in about the fall of 


1952. He believed that CAROL would know SUSAN's full name and 
address, | 





He said that the only maternal relatives he has is 
his mother's brother, WILLARD MAHER, age about 650, whom he 
believes resides in San Francisco, California, and the only 
employment he could recall for WILLARD was in Guam after 
World War II in about 1946-1947,

He said that the only paternal relatives he has is 
his father's brother, EARL RAY, age about 70, who was released 
from the Illinois State Penitentiary in Menard, [llinois, in 


about May, 1958, and died possibly in the fall of 1958 at 
Syracuse, New York. 


RAY said that he was unable to recall any other 


relatives on either his father or mother's side such as aunts, 
uncles, cousins, etc. 


RAY advised that he normally receives his mail at 
wows Wheeling, Illinois, but sometimes receives mail at 
the Sportsman Country Club, Northbrook, Illinois, 
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JERRY WILLIAM RAY, who was present in the Chicago 
FBI Office, was requested to furnish his fingerprints, 
including sides and tips and palm prints. He was also 
requested to pose for photographs. He complied with both 
requests and also furnished handwriting samples. 


Based on information furnished by the St. Louis 
Division, JERRY was requestioned concerning the discrepancy 
as to the identity of his father and present whereabouts, 
He advised that JERRY RAYNES, Center, Missouri, was not his 
father and reiterated that his father was JAMES GERALD RAY, 
who died in 1951 at Hannibal, Missouri. He said that the 
information concerning his relatives and parents is correct 
to the best of his knowledge because it was told to him by 
his mother. He said that he is unaware of where CAROL PEPPER 
might have obtained her information since she left the 
mother's home in about. 1956 when she was 15 years old. He 
then stated that prior to his father's death in 1951, he was 
employed by the railroad (identity unknown), and worked on a 
farm in the vicinity of Hannibal, Missouri, 


He further related that all of the children left 
home upon reaching the age of 15 or 16 and. there was very 
little family contact thereafter, When the parents separated 


in 1949, all of the~ younger children who were then at home went 
with the mother, . 


In response to a question as to the reason for his 
brother's commission of the murder of KING, JERRY advised that 
he waS unable to furnish any reason, He went on to Say that 
during the three or four time that he has talked with his 
brother in the last 15 or 16 years, JAMES never expressed 
any particular outward dislike for members of the Negro race, 
But JERRY did have the feeling that the subject was not 
particularly fond of Negroes, 
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JERRY said that he is not aware of JAMES' present 
whereabouts and has no idea where JAMES has been since his 
escape from prison, He said that he has not been contacted 
by JAMES in any manner. He classifies JAMES as a "loner" 
and does not know of any member of the family that JAMES 
would likely contact. The only occupation for JAMES that he 
is aware of is that of a baker, which JAMES learned in prison, 


JERRY informed that he has only seen his brother 
once outside of prison and that was sometime in 1951. All 
of his other contacts with his brother have béen when 
either he, JERRY, has visited his brother in prison, or JAMES 
has visited him while he was in prison, JERRY said that he 
has no knowledge of his associates other than WALTER TERRY 
RIFE, who was arrested with his brother and served in prison 
with him. WALTER RIFE is also known personally to JERRY since 
they both served time together in the Illinois State 
Penitentiary, Menard, Illinois. JERRY has no information as 
to the present whereabouts of RIFE and has not seen him since 
JERRY's release from prison in 1960, He is of the opinion that 
RIFE could have returned to Quincy, Illinois. JERRY also knows 
‘LONNIE RIFE since he did time in Menard with him, also. He 
said that the name of 1 Reaeeieeeas not known to him. 


JERRY advised that to the best of his recollection, 
he never informed JAMES of his residence address;  omranvesimsisaaes 
received mail from JAMES from prison addressed to (QRRweNED Ie 

Wheeling, Illinois, JERRY said that he obtained this: box 
so that his brother could write to him and that mail from the 
Penitentiary would not be going-to JERRY's employment, He 
Said that he has no reason to believe that JAMES would contact 
him. JERRY said that he feels that he would cooperate with 
the FBI in this matter but that it would take considerable thought 
on his part to turn his brother in, ‘He said that he thought that 
if he was telephonically contacted by his brother, he would not 
talk to him but would hang up. JERRY was asked how his brother 
would know his phone number if he was not aware of his residence 
and employment. JERRY said that he has no reason to believe 
that his brother is aware of his phone number, that he never gave . 
it to him and made the foregoing statement about a pers call 
merely as a matter of PORICETUREs

He said that he has no idea of the present whereabouts 
of his brother JOHN, stating that the last time he saw him 
was in February, 1968, at the McArthur Hotel, St.Louis, Missouri. 
He said that on this occasion, he and his brother went to their 
sister Carol's house and stayed until three or four in the 
morning. They both returned to the hotel where they had several 
drinks in the bar and then JOHN left. JERRY assumed that JOHN 
was staying in the McArthur Hotel but could not furnish a 
room number nor was he ever in JOHN's room, 


He said that he did not know his brother JOHN' S present 
occupation but that he has worked in the past as a bartender, 
painter and laborer, JERRY noted that JOHN had attended 
bartender's school in Chicago, Illinois. He said that JOHN, 
to his knowledge, has never been married. JERRY further 
related that his brother JAMES also has never married and 
that he knows of no girl friends with whom his brother JAMES 
had associated. He said that JAMES would usually pick up a 
girl in the hotel, or go to a hotel and obtain a girl through 
the bellboy or patronize houses, 


| He said that he was not aware of his brother 
visiting any private doctors but did recall that one time 
when his brother was in prison, he was sent for psychiatric 
treatment to Fulton, Missouri. As JERRY recalls, this was 
for a nervous condition and his brother JAMES was there about 
a month, . 


JERRY said that the reason that he went to Kansas City 
in February, 1968, was to visit with his sister since ‘she is 
all the family I have."" He denied that he had seen his brother 
JAMES while in St. Louis. He also advised that he makes the 
trip from Chicago, Illinois, to St. Louis, Missouri, about 
once every six or seven weeks. | 
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JERRY WILLIAM RAY stated that he and JOHN RAY were 
in St. Louis, Missouri, on February 2, 1968, and were at 
Sister CAROL'’s residence to visit with her as he has previo'sly 
Stated. He stated that he is of the opinion that his brother 
JOHN was registered at the McArthur Hotel, but he did not 
register with him and he was not in his room. He said, to 
his knowledge, JOHN has never married and has no information 
concerning a Mrs, JOHN RAY. He did note that his brother JOHN 
was in the habit of using the McArthur Hotel for occasional 
dates with women. He assumes that the Mr. and Mrs, JOHN RAY 


registering at the McArthur Hotel on February 17, 1968, could be 
JOHN and a woman, | 


He again stated that the only individuals at his 
Sister CAROL's residence were JOHN, JERRY, CAROL, her husband 
and their children. JERRY emphatically denied that the subject 
waS present at this occasion or, in fact, any other occasion 
when -he was in CAROL's residence. JERRY insisted that he has no 
information as to the present whereabouts of either JOHN or 
JAMES RAY. . | 


JERRY stated that JERRY RAYNES is the step-father of 
the subject and definitely not the subject's father. He restated 
that the subject's father died in 1951. 


JERRY advised that the last contact that he knew of 
between WALTER RIFE and the subject was in 1954 at Leavenworth, 
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| JERRY WILLIAM RAY was interviewed at the Sportsman's 
Country Club, Northbrook, Illinois. RAY advised he alsa 

uses the name of JERRY WILLIAM RYAN and that due to the fact 
he could never locate a birth certificate in the name of 

RAY and his mother had used the name RYAN, he registered 

for the draft under the name of RYAN and has used the name 
RYAN on all legal documents. 


RAY advised since he last was interviewed by 
the FBI, he talked with his sister, CAROL, on the phone. 
He stated his conversation with CAROL did not produce any 
information as to the current whereabouts of his brother, 
JAMES EARL RAY, 


JERRY RAY advised he did not think his brother, JAMES 

“RAY, would contact any of the immediate members of his family, 
-as he felt JAMES would not want to get any of his close 
relatives in trouble. JERRY RAY stated there was a possibility 
that if JAMES RAY contacted any relative, he would contact his 
uncle, WILLIAM MAHER, @iiEepreaemiiets Alton, [llinois. 
MAHER iS a painting contractor. JERRY advised both he and 
JAMES RAY have stayed with MAHER in the past. He stated the 
reason he thinks JAMES would contact MAHER is that he has 
Stayed with him in the past, however, he is not particularly 
close to or fond of. this uncle, and therefore, he would not 

be afraid of getting MAHER in trouble from such a contact. 





JERRY RAY advised his father's sister, MELBA FULLER, 
who was married to FRANK FULLER, resides in Quincy, Illinois, 
and vous be able to identify members of the family on his 
father's side that he, JERRY RAY, was not familiar with. He 
Stated MELBA FULLER is not close to himself or any of his 
brothers and sisters:: 


In recalling his brother's habits, RAY stated he is 
not very familiar with his brother's habits as he has not 
seen his brother, JAMES RAY, outside of some prison visits 
Since he, JERRY RAY, was age 13. He did recall of past 
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conversations with JAMES RAY where he talked of the cheap 
living in Tijuana, Mexico. JERRY RAY advised as far as he 
knew, JAMES used to like to frequent "rough house” bars. 


JERRY RAY was asked if his brother contacted him 
would he notify the FBI, RAY advised he did not know if he 
would call the FBI if he heard from JAMES. He stated he 
did not feel that he would have this problem because he 
did not think JAMES would contact him, however, if he did 
contact him, he felt he would probably immediately hang up 
the phone so as not to get involved. 

JERRY RAY was advised by interviewing Agents 
of the Provisions of the Harboring Statute. He was told 
any assistance he gives his brother could possibly be a 
violation of that statute and interviewing Agents solicited 
the full cooperation of JERRY RAY in locating his brother 
to include the immediate contact of the FBI in the event he 
were contacted by his brother, JAMES RAY. 
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At the outset of the interview, JERRY WILLIAM 
RAY was advised of the provisions of Section 1001, Title 18, 
United States Code, He was advised that he did not have © 
to talk to the interviewing Agents but that they wished 
to stress to him the importance of his cooperation and 


truthfulness in the matter of the murder of MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, Jr. 


It was pointed out to JERRY that he had lied to 

the Agents in the previous interviews in that the FBI 

had located his brother, JOHN, and that it would have ‘been 

impossible for JERRY not to have known his whereabouts, 

He then stated that he had lied but only in an effort to 
protect his brother JOHN's, investment in a bar in St. 

Louis. JOHN had put up $2500 to purchase the bar and JERRY 

was of the opinion that if FBI Agents harassed JOHN, he would 

lock up the bar, take a loss and leave, The bar, known as 

"The Grapevine", is located in St. Louis, Missouri, and 

is licensed in the name of CAROL PEPPER, their Sister. He 

Said that he has no information nor does he believe that 

JAMES RAY has been in contact with JOHN since his esScape 

from prison in April, 1967. JERRY went on to Say that 

he doubted very much that JAMES RAY was aware of the present 

whereabouts of JOHN since JOHN was classified as a "drifter", 

It was pointed out to JERRY that JOHN had peen a visitor to 

the Missouri Prison on the day before JAMES RAY'S eScape. 

In answer to a direct question, JERRY then admitted that 

it would be possible for JAMES RAY to know the location of 

his brother's tavern. He said that he doubted if JAMES RAY 

knew his, JERRY's, present employment at the Sportsman's 

Club, Northbrook, Illinois, but that he might be aware of 

it Since he had written a letter to the Parole Board in which 

he might have mentioned his present employment Saying that 

he possibly could obtain employment for his brother, JAMES 

RAY, either at the country club or in the immediate neighbor- 

hood, He denied that he had ever furnished JAMES RAY with 

his present employment. He said that to hisS positive 

knowledge, the only way that. JAMES could get in touch with 
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he, JERRY, had obtained this box oar He Peete use ‘of 

his brother since he did not want mail from the penitentiary 
coming to the country club. : 


JERRY related that JOHN came to thiS area sometime 
around 1964 and stayed for about 24 years, To the best of 
JERRY's recollection, JOHN first worked at Murphy's 
Steakhouse, then went to the Rolling Green Country Club 
and from there to the White Pines Country Club where he 
was employed as a pot washer. JOHN then went to bartending 
school in Chicago and went to work for the Indian Hills 
Country Club in Itasca, Illinois. JERRY is of the opinion 
that his brother, JOHN, uses the name RYAN, 


JERRY Said that on April 20 or 21, 1968, he 
telephonically contacted his sister, CAROL PEPPER, and 
explained that the uncooperative attitude of both CAROL and 
JOHN arose from the harassment of the newspaper reporters 
in the neighborhood and that both were afraid of unfavorable 
publicity which would adversely effect the tavern business 
cauSing them to sell out and move. He said that his 
Sister, CAROL, has. told him that she feels that she now has 
to move from the particular neighborhood where she resides 
in St. Louis, Missouri. CAROL has commented to him that 
the picture in the newSpaper of JAMES RAY does look something 
like him. JERRY said that he agrees with this Hut that felt 
it could not be his brother because hé read in the newspapers 
that the person sought by the FBI for the KING murder had 
attended dancing school in New Orleans, Louisiana, in 1964 
and 1965, but since hiS brother was imprisoned during these 
years, he knew it could not be him. 


Concerning his trip to St. Louis, Missouri, in 
February, 1968, JERRY advised that he stayed at the MacArthur 
Hotel for one night; he believes the date to be February 2, 
1968, and that his brother, JOHN, either Stayed in an 
apartment over the tavern or nearby, but not at the hotel 
as he previously implied. He said that about every Six or 
seven weeks he drives to St. Louis, Missouri, to visit with 
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CAROL and sometimes JOHN since they are the only family 
he has. He denied that his brother, JAMES RAY, had been 
at this family reunion at this last or any other time. 


JERRY advised that he owns two automobiles, one 
a 1960 light green four-door De Soto which presently is 
parked in front of the cottage at the Sportsman's Country 
Club. The other, a 1961 two door white over red Plymouth, 
Both of these cars were purchased from a stepfather, JERRY 
RAYNES, who resides on a farm in Center, Missouri, He 
exhibited a receipt from the Dunhurst Currenc EXC hanges anu 
showing that Missouri driver's license (RG. 
plus title and registration for 1960 De Soto had been turned 
in the receipt was in the name of JERRY WILLIAM RYAN, 
oo Pee i pao eal JERRY said that he had turned over 
these items April 24, 1968, and expected to obtain his 
Illinois driver's license and license tags within the next 
several days, 









JERRY further related that he paid $200 for the 
1961 Plymouth and has owned it for about six months. The 
car is presently at his stepfather's farm and is not 
registered, The reason it is not registered is that the 
title to this car was filed by his stepfather in St. Louis, 
Missouri, but was not returned, Both he and his stepfather 
made inquiry concerning {he title, but it was evidently 
lost. JERRY said that he has driven the car to Chicago and 
in this area on one occasion utilizing license plates from 
a junk car. CAROL PEPPER has also driven the car on several 
occaSions with the same plates. However, the plates have 
Since been removed from the car and destroyed. 





In response to questions concerning (Qiekeeceeaes 
meee Wheeling, Illinois, JERRY reiterated that the only 
person who has ever written to him was his brother JAMES RAY 
with the rare exception that he might receive some. 
advertising literature of no conSequence. He persisted

He then related that on April 23, 1968, he went 
to ''Life'’ magazine offices where he was interviewed 
concerning his brother, other family members and family 
residences and background. He'stated that it appeared to him 
that what "Life'’ magazine was interested in was the family 
history. He also advised that his picture was taken and 
that for his services he was paid $150. According to JERRY, 
his sister, CAROL PEPPER, refused to talk with the "Time" 
and "Life reporters but that his uncle, WILLIAM MAHER, 
cooperated freely. MAHER also told the reporters that SUE 
(SUSAN DONIAN) Had’ a family album in which there were 
pictures of JAMES RAY, including a picture in uniform, 
Concerning SUE, JERRY related that he does not know SUE’'S 
present whereabouts and is certain that JAMES also is not 
aware of her present address. He requested to be informed 
of her whereabouts which was denied. 


He related that his usual day off is Tuesday, 
and that on occasion, he will go to Northbrook, Illinois, 
where he gets a train to the Union Station and spends some 
time in Chicago, Illinois. The evening of April 223, 1968, he 
Spent at the Victoria Hotel, Clark and Van Buren Streets.

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JERRY advised that sometime around September, 1960, 
shortly after his release from prison, he was unemployed 
in St. Louis and he was contacted by his brother, JOHN, 
who told him to come to the Chicago area which JERRY did. 
He commenced employment at the Rolling Greens Country Club, 
Arlington Heights, Illinois, from September, 1960, until 
January, 1962. He then returned to St. Louis, Missouri, 
and returned sometime in April, 1962, where he obtained 
employment at the North Shore Country Club, Glenview, [llinois,. 
He also worked for the Olympia Fields Country Club for 13 
days and then went to work for the Medinah Country Club 
until sometime in December, 1963, when he was hit by a car 
as he was walking along a highway. JERRY spent some time in 
the hospital as a result of these injuries and then went back 
to St. Louis, Missouri, with JOHN, He again returned to this 
area and was employed at the Flossmoor Country Club, from 
April until September, 1964. At that time, he commenced 
his present employment at Spatsman Country Club. 


JERRY said that he had resided at the Sportsman 
Country Club except for a short period of time Ma 
‘September, 1967; when he resided at @& ny 
Northbrook , LLLinois,with his wife Se Pwho presently 
resides on MB Lake Forest , Illinois. He said 
that while they were married, she had a child, however, this 
child was by her previous husband, He went on to say that he 
and his wife separated in August of 1967 and the divorce 

was finalized on January 25, 1967, Later in the interview, 
JERRY advised that he was married in August, 1966, and 

that the divorce was final January 25, 1968. 








When questioned as to whether or not he had been 
married previously, JERRY replied that be hadn't, but that 
he had lived common-law with MRRtg eae who is presently

He said that he sends 
money to his sister, CAROL, which she deposits in her accougt 
to keep for him.. He estimated that he has approx imately agile 
in that account. He denied that any of his money )iad been 


utilized by his brother JOHN in the purcahse of the tavern in 
st, Louis. 3 








JERRY sends money to the Pose Spasnodically, 
about at a time and estimates that Since December, 1967, 
he has sent them approximate] y @iigige He also sends clothing 
and other items for @geeggeeetuse. He also advised that he 
expends a great deal of money on automobiles and since he has 
been in this area has had at least 12 cars but never seems 
to beable to purchase a newer model than a 1962, He informed 
that his marriage “cost him a fortune" indicating that in the 
first two months he was married, his wife ran up $300 in phone 
bills. He also paid $135 to send her to driving school after 
which she had three automobile accidentS and in one completely 
demolished one car so that he had to buy another. His ex-wife 


was also extravagant and Spent money freely through charge. 
accounts, 














JERRY advised that he was not aware that JOHN 
registered at the Mac Arthur Hotel, St. Louis, Missouri, 
during the time that he, JERRY, was there. He said that 
he did know that JOHN used the Mac Arthur Hotel whenever 
he was able to "pick up a woman", He said that JOHN has 
never married and has no knowledge that JOHN is presently 
going with or reSiding with inv particular woman. 
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He related that he has no idea as to the present 
whereabouts of his brother,JAMES, and believes that he is 
either dead or out of the country. He could offer no reason 
for JAMES alleged murder of MARTIN LUTHER KING, Jr., but 
did say that JAMES would have to have been paid for this 
murder in view of the purchase of the car and the dance 
School payments which JAMES made which information he obtained 
from reading the newspapers, JERRY did speculate that if 
anyone did pay JAMES for this murder, it would have to be 
Someone he met after his escape because he doubted that 
anyone in prison or anyone that he knew int JAMES' life 
prior to being in prison would have the money or the desire to 
kill KING, JERRY said that all of the other crimes committed 
by JAMES were small scores and that he knew he never realized 
much money from them, 


JERRY further related that it is his opinion 
that JAMES would never get in touch with anyone in the 
family no. matter how bad he needed help. 


JERRY RAY was then interviewed by SAC MARLIN W, 
JOHNSON and ASAC KYLE G, CLARK in an effort to obtain his 
complete cooperation in this matter, After discussion, JERRY. 
yave his word hae Wwe would not ie in the future ae :

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reiterated that fre Had no reason _— 
would contact him.

JERRY advised that he sends his money to his. 
sister, CAROL, because he would spend it if it was available 
to him. he sometimes sends her his whole paycheck to put 
in the account, He wants the money to Save to put as a 
downpayment on opening a bar. 


Concerning his automobile accident, JURRY advised 
that he was walkine along the highway when he was struck 
by a car and that he was taken to the hospital at Elmhurst, 
Illinois, where he was semi-conscious for three days, He 
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stayed in the hospital for 13 or 17 days and his pelvis 
bone had been broken, He entered into a lawsuit in an 
effort to recover damages, however, he was only paid 
and believes he owes the hospital around 


He again stated that he had absolutely no idea 
as to his brother's. whereabouts and then advised that if 
there was anyone else involved in the crime with JAMES, it 
waS JERRY's opinion that JAMES would never divulge this 
person's identity. He said that at the time his brother 
received the 20 years' sentence, from which he escaped, 
he had been offered eight years to turn state's evidence 
but did not do so, The other person inwived with JAMES did 
turn state's evidence and received a six year sentence.

Captain GEORGE GREEN, who is Watch Commander of 
the 8th District, Chicago Police Department, 63rd Street and 
St. Louis Avenue, and who resides at eS ene ee 
Chicago, Illinois, furnished the following information: 






Captain GREEN shot JAMES EARL RAY in the vicinity 
of 9 West Delaware Street, Chicago, in May, 1952, while 
apprehending RAY during hot pursuit following the robbery of 
a cab driver. Captain GREEN and his partner, Detective 
JOHN MC DONOUGH, ordered RAY to halt several times. 

“RAY temporarily eluded the police officers by diving through 
a window through the basement of a reSidence, When RAY was 
ascending the basement steps ignoring orders to surrender, he 
was Shot in the right arm by Captain GREEN, The bullet 
passed through the right arm approximately mid-way between 
the elbow and wrist. The bullet then grazed left arm. 

Only one shot was fired in effecting RAY's apprehension. 


Captain GREEN further stated that when RAY : dove 
through the window into the basement, he landed in an area 
where bathtubs were stored and either injured his face 
around the head area from glass or upon landing in the basement, 
Captain GREEN opined RAY's wounds in the head area and in 
the left arm were probably suber eac hay and would leave no 
scars, 


Captain GREEN was unable to suggest the identity 
of any associates of RAY in the Chicago area.

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"IP JAMES EARL RAY IS GUILTY, WHO IS REALLY TO BLANS?". — 

"For aiitecn sunbey of years I have been one of the very fow close 
friends of Jamos Earl Ray. Becausd of this I would like to say a fow 
things about him since everyone else who discusses him reveals that he 
1s stiton qatt-aceden, @ loner, an escape artist, seeks recognition, 
etc. If this sort of unfavorable publicity continues to be brought 
out againat him there is a very good enance that he might end up like 
Lee Harvoy Oswald without ever having beon given a chance to prove his 
innocence or guilt before a trial court. If this HEPPeRs it will be a 
disgrace in the eyes of the world and bring about re same amount of 
doubt and criticism that arose after Oswald was killed in cold blood . 
by a fanatic who decided to take the law into his own hands. 

I first met Jimmy in the Kansas City jail during OSS where he was 
being held on a forgery charge. Eis accomplice on the forgery charge 
was anothor rman named Walter Rife asic all three lived in the same 
cell together and passed many hours shooting the breeze while playing 
three-~handed card games for candy bars. Jimny loved candy bars and 
always managed to win his sharo,. | . 

On one of our several trips to ene federal courthouse, prior to 
our sentencing, we were taken in the same group. Jinmyts fall partner, 
Rife, was.facing a parole viel dion or detainer of some sort from tho 
stete of Illinois and planned to escape if the proper situation arose, 
On our trip to the courthouse, a chance did come up by mgans of a un- 


locked door in the holdover room which led to a hallway or stzirs. 


Rife begged Jimmy to leave with him through the unlocked door, but 


Jimny quashed the deal by saying that all he wanted to do was to plead 
guilty to the forgery and get his sentence served. I mention this 
reluctance to escape on Jimmy's part because everyone always brings up 
that he was continually trying to escape custody. This is not so, I 
will explain what I think to bo the real reason behind his later es-~ 


cape attempts while he was serving the twenty yoar sontence, but first 


I would like to point out a fow things ebout Jimmy Ray's personality - 
that have never been mentioned by anyone up to the presont timo. 
Eventually, we all throo ended uo in the foderal prison at Leaven- 


worth, Kansas where our friiendshiv continucde Rife wont to work in tho 
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.;prison hospital and lifted woights during his off duty hours -while 


Jimmy and I either walked the yard or watched the ball games together. 
It is true that Jimmy is sort of a loner, but this is not unusual in 

a penitentiary. Being a loner doesn't mean that he didn't have many 
friends, Jimny alweys wore a smile and leushed softly at the various 
occurrences during our time together in jail and while we were at 
Leavenworth. His friendly smile alone made him many friends and got 
him many greetings, but he just wasn't one to mix or Join a group bull. 
session as is most usually the case in jail or prison, He would rather 
stroll around the yard with ons or two persons and discuss clothes, : 


travel, baseball, or the enjoyment he got while.working as a painter

Just prior to his arrest, It mist have been one of the best paying 


jobs he ever hed because hé was asus talicing about it. If I remembor 
correctly, I believe him and Rife lived in the Pickwick Hotel duzing 
the time they both worked for the painting contractor, He liked nice 
clothes and was always very neatly dressed Curing his court appearances, 
He would sometimes mention his brother, but I never heard him ever 
mention his mother or father in any of our conversations. I took it 
for granted that he had not been blessed with many luxuries while 
growing ups, He was very saving with the few dollars he was able to 
obtain while serving time, in fact, i often accused him of being a 
miser, Somehow he was able to smuggle a wristwatch into the jail 

at Kansas City and he was so proud of it that I actually believe it 


was the first wristwatch he ever owned. Hea did not want to part with 


it for anything, however, he finally did so- because he learned that 


. he could not possibly take it into the prison at Leavenworth with him, 


I ended up with the watch and passed it on to my brother, but only after 


having paid Jimmy a much higher price than is usual in jail. Up until 


I left him at Leavenworth, he wes one of my best friends and he was 


always a very enjoyable person to be around, 

When I avzain met him in 1950 at the Missouri State Penitentiary, 
he had aged a great deal, he lacked his usual smile, and his whole 
demeanor soomed to be chaneed. Ho was very withdrawn and it took quito 


a number of conversations before he finally orc-ned up to me and told mo 


why he folt so bad, Wa wera both assicned jobs in tho Food Sorvice 
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floor where he would deliver bread each weekday for outside dolivory. 


Wo both lived on the same tier in K Cellhouso and would often talk

with each other after our jobs were over, It was during these con- 
versations that I finally loarned what I think to be the main reason 


behind his personality change, He told me that two police officers 


had framed him on the robbery charge he wes serving the twenty years 


on, Hoe swore up and dow that he was innocent of the crime, but that 
ho iva noe have the money to hire lawyers to prove his innocenee or 
carry his case into the United States Supreme Court, I later learned 
that the two police officers wera not above planting evidence in order 
to convict an exconvict, and that their conscience mist have bothered . 
them because they both resigned from thse police force shortly sptes 
Jimmy was convicted. Anyway, Jimmy made several attempts to get his 
case reopened without making eny headway. Escape was continually on 
his mind and after four different attempts, he finally made it, 

As far as him being prejudices toward eny person or race, I have 
never hoard him ever mention one thing against anyone in all our tina 
spent togetner. If he couldn't say something good about-someone, he 
just wouldn't say anything. In fact, there was no outward showing of 
animosity ster revealed by him toward the two police officers who he 
accused of framing him, If there wes he just kept such things to 
himsolf. | | : 

As far as him being the person who shot Martin Luther King, I just 


can't believe it is possible, Howaver, if he is guilty of it I am 


_ wondering whether or not it all leads back to the fact that he was 


actually sent to prison on a truzpted up charge which in turn caused 
him to do 50 as a means of retaliation against society for the twanty 
yoar sentence no Suede he didn't deserve. 

I hope Jimmy is innocent of killing Doctor King, TI also hope that 
he doesn't become a scapegoat simply because he drove a white mustang

RAY. had spoken to hin about his 
previous trips to Mexico, following “two or three” arned 
robberies, involving small scores, where he would "cool off” 
and live on beer, beans and milk.

Following Leal = the local authorities on May 10, 
the body had been placed in a metal box, covered with lime, and kept 
without refrigeration‘in the 90 degree heat in a building at one of the local 
cemeteries. Access to the body was not obtained until after dark the night 
of May 13, and an examinatiorr by an Identification Division fingerprint 
examiner revealed there had been further deterioration of the skin tissue of 
the fingers cauSed by the lime and maggots. It was necessary for the 
examiner to remove the ridged surface of the left index finger, and by 
scraping the flesh away, was able to transmit the light from a flashlight 
(only other light was a single bulb suspended from the ceiling) through the

On May 14, 1968, an anonymous male who mentioned that 
he is a newspaperman telephonically advised the Washington Field 
Office, Federal Bureau of Investigation, that he recently had a 
conversation with some people who believed they observed an 
individual who resembles the published photographs of James 
Earl Ray. These people believe they observed Ray in Geneva, 
Switzerland, approximately three weeks ago. The anonymous 
male stated the people who furnished him this information did 
not want their identities Eee ce nor did the caller wish to 
identify himself. 


The anonymous male stated that he had been advised 


that during a Saturday night approximately three weeks ago his 


sources were at the Landoldt Restaurant, Geneva, Switzerland, 
where they observed an American male enter with a man and 

woman who appeared to be Swiss. The American was well dressed 
and had a Midwestern accent. He had the sharp nose and cleft 
chin as depicted in the photographs of James Farl Ray. His other 
physical characteristics matched those of Ray. Although he was 
well dressed,- he was observed to use crude language which was 
mixed with vulgarities. The woman in the group was a blond, 
apparently dyed hair, and appeared to be in her forties. She 

was known to the head waiter of the restuarant ane kissed him 
when she left with the above two men. of

The conversation of the three individuals was loud 
and the American talked frequently concerning sex matters and 
expressed an interest in obtaining the services of a prostitute, 
The woman offered to furnish him a transvestite, but he stated 
he wished a female.

He was overheard 
ordering several expensive and exotic foods, some of which the 
restaurant sent out for. The impression was gained, however, | 
that the people in the restaurant knew nothing of the American's

Our Philadelphia Office suggested that the 
teeth of this unknown deceased be compared with dental record of James Earl 
Ray, the subject in the King assassination. Dental records as well as photo- 
eraphs of cavities of the skull concerning James Earl Ray, were obtained 
from the Missouri State Penitentiary and have been forwarded to our 
Philadelphia Office. Philadelphia has turned these records over to the 
Pennsylvania State Police and they are in the process of comparing these 
records with the remains of the unknown deceased.

The first source and a second source advised on 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan.

Second source sdvised that at a meeting in Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klangs, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 


Third source advised om Way 25, 1966, that the UKA 
is currently an active organizaticn, with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that ROPERT M, SHELTOW is the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected to this 
position on September 5, 1964, at a National Klonvocation in 
Birmingham, Alabawa. Source stated that during April, 1866,

(DPS), Florida Highway Patrol, Tallahassee, Florida, 
advised on 5/23/62 that approximately nine hundred thousand 
new Florida drivers licenses were issued in the State each 
year. For the months of April and May there would he 
approximately 150 thousand new drivers Jicenses issued, 


The following is the procedure for the issuance 
of new drivers licenses in the State of Florida: 


There are 1J)0 examining points in the State. An 
applicant appears at one of these examining points and 
, is furnished an application, a xerox copy of which is 
/~ attached, After an applicant has successfully passed 
r,. \his tests, the applration and the fee Yo to the County 
; , \Judge's Office. At the Cuunty Judge's Office, the 
‘/4.* Florida drivers license is issued. There is an original 
and two copies of this license. The applicant receives 
the original and a copy with the application is forwarded 
to the DPS at go's acgeeey The nea, COPY 38, filed 4 YOSE 
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The County Judge's Office forwards the cony of the 
license and apnolication about every thirty days; some of 
the larger counties are more prompt, others go as long as 
two months before forwarding same. The licenses at the 
County Judge's Office, as are those at the DPS in TalJ.lahassee, 
are filed alphabetically and there is no numerical order 
of the record. The Department of Public Safety examining 
points file once a month, usually on the 5th, Form DL 16, 
which report lists the name of the anplicants for drivers 
licenses for the previous month and if the fee has heen 
paid, There is no other information on this DL 16. A cony 
of this form remains at the examining point. At this time, 
the only possille reasonable check that could be made would 
be as follows: 


1. Contact made with the senior examiner, who 
is an employee of the DPS, at the 110 examining points 
throughout the State of Florida. 


2. With the senior examiner, go to the County 
Jucge's Office and examine all Florida drivers licenses 
that they have not as yet forwarded to Tallahassee. 


3. With a copy of the DL 16 kept on file at the 
examining point, check the names alphabetically with the 
drivers licenses on file at the County Judge's Office. For 
the month of April the DL 16 would be complete, while the 
month of May would only be partially completed and not 
compete until around 6/5/6°. 


Each FBI field Division in Florida, if the above 
system is practical, could cover their own leads after 
checl:ing out the drivers licenses, which would save considerable 
paper work by one Division, 


The above procedure is the only way that a complete 
search could be made at this time since it will be the 


end of June or the middle of July before such a search can be 
made at the DPS at Tallahassee: 
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In addition, it is to be pointed out that a search 
ox the names of the DL 16 in the County Judge's Office 3 
would be much faster than a search at DPS, Tallahassee, 
as it would mean fewer licenses to be checked. :
